Two Kinds of Cure 
In general, 
the 
treatment 
of 


snake bite is two kinds. The first, 
which is local, is aimed 
at pro- 


venting spread of the poison from 
the bite to the vital organs and at 
removing much of the poison before 
it is absorbed. The second is design- 
ed to neutralize or counteract the 
absorbed venom and to prevent or 
lesson its effect. 


Local treatment includes 
use of 


a ligature, tourniquet, or band tied 
above the bite. Some doctors advise 
short deep cuts over the 
fang 


marks, together with the applica- 
tion of some device 
of 
suction 


which pulls out at least some of 
the venom.. General treatment con- 
sists is using antitoxins or cub- 
stances aimoc! at neutralizing the 
venom. Pretty good antitoxins have 
been developed to combat the ve- 
nom of some snakes. 


We really need to learn a good 


deal more about 
our poisonous 


snakes, how they bite and how the 
bite should be treated. For the 
present the intelligent person will 
make every effort not to get bitten 
rather than to rely on treatment 
after the event.
